TUB VETO POWER. 


Tbe Hon. William A. Phillips, the 


well known author and ex-member of 
congress, reminds the people of this 
country, in tho September North Amer- 
joan Ueview, of the origin and purpose 
of the veto power. Ho shovrs that this 
feature of our government was establish- 
ed by the framers of the constitution 
with a good deal of distrust, and after 
much discussion' It was a sort of com- 
promise and the debates show that it 
was not popular at the time. There was 
"no proposition made nor entartainod,1' 
fays Mr. Phillips, "to permit tho pres- 
ident to veto parts of bills. To do so 
would prsotiaally oonferon him nearly tho 
whole of the legislative power." ilost of 
our presidents "have limited their vetoes 
to acts they held to be unconstitutional^ 
measures framed so hastily as to afford 
grounds for the belief that unintentional 
mistakes had been made. Tho extreme 
caution with which the -veto power had 
been exercised in tho past shows thaf 
it was not conceived 
-to 
be 
its 


intention to 
throw 
the legislative 


power into the h»nds of a minority. NO 
intelligent advocate o£ 
representative 


government will favor the exercise of 
legislative powers by the executive ruler 
ot a nation. Those who seek ic are usually 
men who dread the exercise ot popular 
power, and also property interests which 
always seek a stronger and more despotic 
form of government,"

Oll Fuel Not KCTOiiomlcul. 


From Glasgow comes ovideneo of an unmis- 


takable character that oil has bei'n tried and 
found wanting. Tho managers of tho Laird 
line, after a long trial of oil on board ono o! 
their steamers, havo decided, on purely eco- 
nomic grounds, to abandon (dtogt-'tlier the 
iiso of oil as a fuel, having ascertained froni 
practical lests extending over a considerably 
period' that coal is tho cheaper fuel of tho two. 
Accordingly, they havo had tho oil tanfc, 
takbu out of their vessel and have returned to 
the use of coal, notwithstanding tlio fact that 
tlio oil tanks and tho apparatus''*!' accom- 
plishing eomploto combustion of tho oil'cosL u 
considerable sum of money. Although eon-- 
siderablo ingenuity has been disi'layed and 
several difficulties havo been overcome, there 
is nothing in tho latest apparatus and ar- 
rangements which havo been adopted in 
southeastern Russia, whoro petroleum lias 
been extensively used as fuel, -which appoair. 
likely to expedite tho adoption of liquid fuel 
in our mercantile marine. Thero is little 
probability of petroleum being soid in thus 
country at a price which will enablo it to 
tako tho placo of coal.—Tho Shipping World.

Archer i-oad, near tho McCorniic!: roapor 
works. It is supposed that a bolt of light- 
ning struck tlio maca/ino, and that tho con- 
eusaion sot ofl! tho dyuamito and gunpowder 
stored thoroin. Tho shock caved In tho 
magazines oC the Oriental Foivdoi* company, 
uad thoso belonging to tho TVarron Powdor 
company, tho Hazard, tho Dupont and the 
Forcito dynamito store-house. Tho --Etna, 
which stood about threo-quartors of a milo 
distant, was unharmed. 
Tlio Lallin & 


Hand company'-* magazine was the only 
oao which.oxplodod, 
Thoy contained 100,- 


000 poundi of powder and dynamito. 


Tho house o£ John Guhl, a. driver for tbo 


Oriental Powder company, was flattened 
out upon the ground, a mass of kindling 
wood. 
Guhl aud his wife woro fatally in- 


jurod, and Carrio Ernwurth, thoir norvant 
girl, was instantly killed. 
The residence of 


Mrs. Dovino wa3 demolished in tho same 
way. 
Mrs. Dovtno had her log broken and 


her body bruised, but suffered no other in- 
juries. She was dragged out from under 
tho ragged heap of splinters and takon to 
the hospital A farmer, whoso namo could 
not bo loarnod, waa driving past toward the 
city when tho explosion occurred. 
His 


skull w.is fractured and his back badly 
lacerated by blocks oC stono. Ho can not 
live. - Tbo horse uo was driving was In- 
stantly killed, and tlio wagon smashed to 
bits. Tho whole sldo of Justice Michael 
Toarnoy's house, near tho Oriental maga- 
zine, waa ripped, oil', and tlio roof caved in, 
but not one of tho household was injured.

When tbo clerks 
reached tbo Adams express oflico at W-'J 
Chestnut stroot, thoy took tbe pacU'agos into 
tbo money room, where they woro received 
by Chief Clork Dallas Crow. 
A few min- 


utes aCtor o o'clock Pratt madoont the way- 
biil and after Crow had checked tho way- 
bill oil' ho placod the 
bill . in a safo. 
Tho 


safe was lying in a corner ot the room 
when tbe cliiot clork told Pratt .it-i::;0to 
fioal it. 
Tho money safo is about two foot 


square. It has a door and a lock on tbo 
top, and the door is also fastened by a wire. 
A leaden toal encircles the wire, tho seal 
boing stamped on by a sealing iron bearing 
a dio, with tbo impression of tbo company's 
seal.
